This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics *willx result in banishment from the list -- 


just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area.

> I am involved with a university research project based on using trees as 
effective aerials (antennas) for working on HF. 

> There is a story that goes the rounds from time to time about a US Navy radioman 
who used a palm tree on a Pacific Island as a substitute antenna during world war 
two. 

> There is nothing written that substantiates this story and nothing is known by 
ARRL of any report. 

> There is no reason why this should not be done and researches so far have shown 
that tall pine trees may serve the purpose admirably. (vertical,well grounded at 
the bottom and with some 'top-capacity' built in!) 

> Has anyone any knowlege of any other reported use of trees as vertical radiators 
please. 

> Experimentally, the attachement of an HF tx to a point at a suitable distance 
above the ground makes for a very realistic representation of the simple 
horizontal wire with a tapping point on it and with quite surprising results. 

> Please be advised that this is not a 'leg-pull' but is some serious research 
being undertaken by a University in London. Any input to this matter would be 
most welcome.

Bakelite is a thermosetting resin that is molded into various shapes. The 
resin has filler material such as wood flour or mica powder added before it 
is poured into the molds and cured by heat. The heat and pressure of the 
molding process produce a part which is very hard and glossy. This is due to 
a very thin skin of pure resin at the surface. The filler is just below this 
hard glossy "skin". Bakelite will quickly react with 409, Fantastic, Ammonia 
and many other common household cleaners. This is often seen as a brownish 
color washing off the part and usually mistaken for tobacco residue. 
Actually this is the glossy surface skin reacting with the cleaner and 
washing away permanently destroying the original gloss. Your part is dull 
looking because the filler material is now exposed at the surface. The 
appearance of the part can be salvaged somewhat by polishing with auto paint 
polishing compound and waxing with a beeswax type wax such as Minwax 
furniture wax however the original surface is gone forever. Also I have had 
fine results with OZ, a liquid polish sold by Constantines in the Bronx. OZ 
is also the best thing I have found to wipe down and rejuvinate crackle 
paint finishes. It makes them look new again without spraying an 
irreversable coating on the finish. I learned about Constantines and OZ from 
the antique radio folks. Please be careful when cleaning any bakelite parts 
as these items are historical artifacts and are becoming more scarce and 
valuable as time goes on. Personally I use mineral spirits, mild dishwashing 
soap and a soft brush.
